The Frish Times. 
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Tur fate of many of the soldiers but lately engaged 
in the service of the East India Company has been 
a melancholy one. ‘They had behaved with ad- 
mirable discipline and heroic valour all through the 
fiery trial of the Indian mutinies. They had mainly 
prevented the spread of rebellion at the first, and by 
their stubborn and dogged courage had gained time 
for the escape and safety of thousands of valuable 
lives. When the mutiny was crushed, andthe Com- 
pany's troops were expecting reward and approba- 
tion, India was united to the British Crown. The 
order went forth that the Company's army was to 
be united with the Queen's army, and that the ser- 
vices of the men were to be placed under the control 
of the War Office, instead of under a Company 
whose members had been generous paymasters. No 
explanation was offered to the men. They were 
simply to be transferred, as Savoyards, with the soil. 
The men, fairly enough, stated that they had en- 
gaged with the Company, not with the IHlorse Guards. 
They demanded—what they had a legal right to de- 
mand—a fresh beunty or their dismissal. Lord 
Canning faltered, hesitated, and at last dismissed 
them, and thus net only deprived India of an army 
of acclimatised troops, but entailed upon England 
an enormous loss in payment for the conveyance of 
these troops to their homes. 

The Great Tasmania, a first-class clipper ship, 
was chartered to convey to England 927 of these 
disbanded soldiers and 20 officers. She passed over 
16,000 miles of sea a perfect plague-ship. The seenes 
on board were heartrending. Ou the arrival ef the 
ship at Liverpool, on Thursday last, one hundred suf- 
ferers were conveyed to the workhouse hospital, in 
carts; and next day as many more. Two hundred 
living skeletons, wasted by scurvy and disease, 
startled the people of Liverpool. Forty of these men 
were laid in the carts half nude. One man died on 
the way to the hospital; we are told, “ that his cloth- 
“ing—what he had of it -was saturated with wet; 
“for wecks he had been exposed on deck to the 


“one starved todeath.” Next night three died; next 
day, four; and three more lay in the “dead house’ 
as evening closed in. When we mention that, from 
the time the ship left Calcutta, to ber arrival in the 
Mersey, no day passed on which one or two were 
not committed to the deep, we may form some 
idea of the fearful waste of human life which 
has taken place. 
W hen the ship left Calcutta, there were on board 985 
men, 17 women, and 21 children. To supply medical 
attendance to above 1,000 souls, Government pro- 
vided one surgeon, and a dispenser.“ A staff ri- 
diculously small, when it is remembered that the 
men had borne the severity of atwo years’ compaign, 
and were sickly from excesses committed after be- 
ing disbanded. We are informed by Heary Goschen, 
one of the Lieutenants in charge, that, previous to 
embarkation, the men were for a fortnight at Chin- 
surah, and that during that time it was one conti- 
nued scene of drunkenness. The men sold even 
their clothes to buy liquor, “the Sergeant-major 
“who had charge of the canteen having an enormous 
profit, and inducing them to sell.“ The provi- 
sions were “ inspected” at Calcutta—that is, some 
officers on shore testified they were good—a mere 
matter of form, we presume—but no one on board 
saw any of the provisions until they were opened 
for use. The ship had proceeded on her voyage 
only ten days, when the beef was found bad, and 
"was condemned.’ Next the beer, which was 
“ short of measure,“ and“ sour,“ was thrown over- 
board. On the 29th of December, 36,000lbs. 
of biscuit were condemned, and either thrown 
overboard or used as ballast. Some provisions 
were obtained from St. Helena, but not enough, for 
the men were put on short allowance three days 
after leaving the island. Lo add to the distress 
of the men, the water ran short on the 
lach of February, in consequence of a leakage in 
the casks.” Then, the tea and coffee were reduced: 
the issue of beer and grog was stopped; and, to 
complete this tale of suffering, even the lime- juice 
so necessary to prevent the spread of scurvy—was 
found to be worthless. 
The first question which will be asked is, “ Who 
“supplied these stores?“ We are answered that 
Government alone is accountable. “ A lot of old 
stores, lying at Fort William, considered unfit for 
“use there, were thought good enough for discharged 
soldiers.“ 
Such an instance of official culpability must not be 
passed over. We had, one would think, some expe- 
rience during the Crimean war of the disasters which 
could be caused by an incapable administration. 
Still, the old routine goes on—the old, condemned, 
carelessness, and men are doomed to the death of a 
lingering starvation by the connivance or incapacity 
of officers largely salaried. Who knows what cala- 
mity has been caused by Government provisioning? 
How many ships have never been heard of once the 
left the port?

or poisoned by “ condemned stores” and offensive 
provisions ?

fer to do ourselves the work that is to be done on these 
inaterials, and that France pursues the policy of taxing 
the export of raw material, it proves our generosity in 
giving a free supply to the French manutactories and 
workshops, and not retaliating their exclusive and pru- 
hibitory system. 

To strengthen and complete the case, we have only to 
run the eye down the manufactured articles. Beer and 
ale are pre-eminently an English manufacture, and, if 
we may judge by the difficulty of getting them good in 
France, are exotics there. During the last year we 
ming exported to France £12,790 worth of malt liquor 
In hardwares and cutlery we are excellent, Lrance being 
behindhand; she has only taken 4595 000 worth. In the 
common descriptions of cotton fabrics we are as much 
superior to France as she isin colour and design, and 
all that she has taken from us during the past year is 
about £255,000 under all heads of cotton, including 
yarn.

The Orphan Home 
then comes in to the relief ofsuch,and provides them with 
every necessary comfort for the bodies, and also teaches 
them some industrial calling whereby they can earn 
their own livings; and imparts to them, additionally, 
the wisdom which will make their peace with God. 
Of the character of the friendless ones who have enjoyed 
the protection of the Home, we extract the two tollow- 
ing cases, not because they are the worst, but because 
they have come readiest to hand, from amongst a num- 
ber of others . aged 14, both parents dead; 
father was a clerk in a public office; mother kept a 
respectable ladies’ boarding school in St. Audoen’s 

ish Dublin tota'ly destitute. * * aged five and a- 
alf years; Dublin; both parents dead ; father murdered 
in August, 1850, aé Monaster evan; was Mr. Cassidy's sub- 
agent. How could anything appeal with more pathos tothe 
public than the two cases above cited? Could any ela- 
borately-wriiten appeal to the feelings or sentiments of the 
benevolent, however overlaid or adorned with the most 
brilliant rhetoric, be half so moving as the two cases 
above cited are in their naked simplicity? We feel 
convinced it could not. To extend, then, the benefits 
of the institution, to numbers of cases like the two 
orphans we have just cited, an increase of funds only 
are required ; and these, the blessed with this world’s 
means can easily furnish, and, we trust, after the fore- 
going-atatements, they will not be backward in coming 
forward and contributing them. Two or three indivi- 
duals have given much time and labour to the working 
of the institution, and their hands ought to be strength- 
ened in the matter with increased funds. 


DUNDALK STEAMPACKET COMVPANY—IM- 

PORTANT MEETING YESTERDAY. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT ) 

The usual quarterly meeting of this company took place 
yesterday, in Dundalk, and was numerously attended 
The Hon. Major Jocelyn occupied the chair, and, having 
called on the secretary to read the report, proceeded, 
amidst considerable iaterruption, to give a detailed 
account of the company's proceedings for the last quar- 
ter, in order to explain why there was no dividend to 
be declared. He complained of the heavy port charges 
in the Newry harbour, which amounted to 411 7s. on 
each sailing, and said the expenses of the Newry station 
were at present enormous, but would not continue so, 
and that their trade would ultimately be a very profitable 
one. He then said he was very happy to inform them 
that the opposition steampackets in Dublin had ceased, 
and that it was not true, as reported, that the Dun-lalk 
Steampacket Company intended to reduce their freights 
Having gone throughall the particulars of the transac- 
tions, as set forth in the balance sheet, the honourable 
gentleman concluded by saying he and his brother 
directors woul! be happy te hear and answer any re- 
marks from the shareholders. 
Mr. Davis, of Drogheda, said that it was a very satis 
factory announcement that the Dublin opposition had 
ceased; but he would not withhold from the dirctors 
that there was a strong feeling of dissatistaction on the 
minds of the sharebolders, that although during the laat 
quarter there was a sum of £13,105 earned, there was not 
a shilling dividend; and only a credit carried to their ac. 
count of £682 and some shillings. He thought there 
were a good many items in the accounts not sufficiently 
detailed. After expressing his dissatisfaction at the 
great expenses incurred, in which several other share 
holders took part, he moved a resolution that three 
persons be appointed toaud.t the accounts again, and 
that the present meeting be adjourned for one month 
The Chairman said that resolution, if carried, would 
be tantamount to a vote of censure on the directors, 
amd as their office was a thankless one, and very badly 
paid—(a laugh)—he and his brother directors would at 
once ° 
Mr. Davis said he did not think the directors should 
consider his proposition in the light of a vote of cen- 
sure, as it was usual to appoint such persons when the 
accounts were difficult. 
After a very warm discussion the resolution was ul 
timately withdrawn, and the directors report adopted 
It ap that the profits on the steamers sailing from 
Duadalk to Liverpool for the last three months, over and 
above every expense, has been £1,591 158. 4d., whilst 
there was a loss on the steamers sailing from Newry to 
Liverpool uf £428 120. 4d. The balance sheet shows a 
capital of £131,000 and a reserve fund of £2,259 
36% The total property and assets are put down at 
£199,839 158. 10d ,and yet there is uo dividend this quar- 
ter, but the chairman reminded the shareholders that an 
the previous three months they got a dividead of 12 per 
cent.

The Earl of Derby attended the meeting of the Committee 
on Packet and Telegraphic Contracts on Friday last, and was 
examined at some h on the subject of the Galway con- 
tract.

Mr. Montgomery, Giracechurch-street, agent to the Mon- 
treal (wean Steamship Company, was examined by the 
chairman. Ile stated that his company had now six screw 
steamers in their service; they ned best three. They were 
building some new screw steamers. ‘Their steamers ran from 
Liverpool. Thev had a contract first with the Canadian 
Government in 1856, for a fortnightly communication, which | 
last May was altered to a weekly trip. 
The witness entered into certain details of an offer made 
by Sir C, Roney and another gentleman named Capper, on 
bebalf of the Montreal (wean Steamship Company, to Mr. 
Lever, for the transfer of the Galway line to them. Witness 
himaelf did not see this contract, but Mr. Allen, one of his 
company, was shown acopy of it. Witness proceeded to say 
that his company were now building some new screw steam- 
ers, which they considered preferable to paddle steamers, as 
they did mare work and were less expensive, The longest 
passage they made in the winter season was 16 days and 18 
hours to Portland: the shortest. 10 dave r hours, 
By Mr. Baxter—Their steamers were full of cabin pas- 
sengers in the summer months, bat not in winter, although 
even in winter they had a fair share. Portland was the 
finest harbour in North America probably the only one into 
which a vessel oí the size of the Great Eastern could enter 
with safety. 
By Sir K. Grogan—He did not consider that the most 
dangerous part of the vovage from Englauw! was the St. 
Lawrence; that wag net au dangerous as the English Chan 
nel, though it was not so well lighted, Ile did not know 
the port of Galway at all, but be had no doubt they could 
get to the open sea in much less than six hours’ steaming 
from Galway, when a creat part of the danger would be 
over, bat he assumed that a line to bo successful must take 
= and not depend on passengers alone, He did net 
now anything himeelf of (Galway harbour er its traffic, 
nor did he know that vessels were constantly leaving that 
port with full cargoes. 
Mr. Lever, M. F., was next examined. After handing in 
some documents which were not read, he proceeded to say 
that he altogether repudiated the negociation proposed by 
Sir C. Roney and Mr. Capper. Ile did that ia writing as 
soon as be heard of it, as they were not authorised to nego- 
ciate a contract. The offer made to him to transfer his line 
was. in round figures, £25,000 per annuta for eight years, 
which was the time his contract had to tun. The parties who 
Were opposing him had £500,000 worth of steam shipping, 
which they knew must go down if they did not subsidise his 
line, and whea he had shown what he could do then they 
were prepared to subsidise his line, He knew that three or 
four parties bad been working upon the minds of members 
of Parliament with a view to destroy the Galway line, and 
that was one reason why the public did not believe that line 
would be successful. 
By Colonel Greville—Ile considered that if he had an 
offer for his contract it would strengthen his position, but he 
thought he should be selling the commercial interests of 
Ireland if he transferred his contract. 
Dy Sir F. ering— M1e had an offer from another party of 
£6,000 or £7,000 as soon as people saw that the Galway line 
was likely te be successful. Ile had started a line of steam- 
ers which were now runniog from Liverpool and calling at 
(ialway, and he had received an offer of £8,000 of 47.000 a 
year for eight vears if he would give up that line. 
By Sir F. Grogan— Ile had no offer except from parties 
who were interested in the line; their object was not so mach 
to get lim off the line as to destroy the Galway line alto- 
gether. 
Hy Mr. Lamg— He heard thet the present Government 
were determined to break they Galway contract if they could ; 
but from observations made by Mr. Wilen and Mr. Laing 
himself in the House of Commons, he understonl the Go 
vernment never intended to wterfere with the contract, 
provided the company could perform their part of it. 
Mr. Corry—If the Montreal Company had purchased 
our interest, do you suppose the Galway line would have 
given up? - 

Mr. Lever— No doubt about it, 

Sir 8. Northcote was next examined as to the Treasury 
minutes under which the Galway contract was entered into 
by the late Government. lie stated that the Lords of the 
Treasury consilered Mr. Roebuck's letter andthe letter of 
the secretary to the Galway line were sufficient guarantees of 
the Galway Company being in a position to fulfil their part 
of the contract.

CORRUPT PRACTIC#NS AT ELECTIONS, 

The select committee appointed to inquire into the beat 
mode of legislating for the prevention of corrupt practices 
at elections met on Monday—Mr. Bouverie in the chair.

tle was also entirely opposed to the clause legalising tra- 
velling expenses, In fact, travelling expenses were nothing 
more or less than bribery, at present the bribery being ad- 
ministered in the shape of . carte and carriages tem 
the owners for the conveyance of voters, He thought that 
it would be fir better if they paid the dona fe 
travelling expenses of the vader, and if it could be asanred 
that the travelling eapenses only should be paid, the objec- 
tion would he done away with, Tle did not think that the 
removal of the tribunal to another place, or instituting a new 
court, would effect the object they had in view better than 
the tribunal “at present constituted ; becausa, after all, the 
House of Commons must decide whether a member of their 
body was properly elected or nat, Nor did he think it would 
help the matter to have a local inquiry on an allegation ef

ledge to render a similar effect improbable. If his Holi 
ness is wise in his generation, he will not rashly put 
auch a contingency to the hazard; but he will meek!) 
accept “the situation,” nor refuse to take his rest in a 
bed which he has certainly very much helped to mak, 
fer himself. 

The minds of mei in Roman Catholic countries ars 
not quite as passively resigned to ecelésiastical assump 
tions as they were even five years ago. ‘There is a con 
siderable stir amongst them every where, but principally 
in those Continental States where the church has 


drawn the reins too tightly. Concordats in other king 


doms are doing the same work which the temporal! 
sceptre in the Pope’s hand has done in his own. The 
reverence and affections of the people are becoming 
more and more estranged from his rule. With impa- 
tience of the arrogant bearing of his Ministers, saucy 
doubts are getting intermixed about the validity of his 
own spiritual authority. 

Within the last week it has been announced that the 
inhabitants of two Bohemian villages, numbering about 
three hundred souls, have embraced the Protestant faith, 
and so remarkable a defection is attributed to “ the mo- 
lestations inflicted upon the people by their priests, 
under the pretence of spiritual supervision.“ In othe 
parts of the Austrian empire the priests, armed with the 
terrors of the Concordat, exercise such hatetal tyranny 
over their flock that they know the people would quit 
them en muse but for the extreme severities pra 
tised by the Government of the country towards 
all Protestant dissenters from the Mother Church 
Hence the virulent opposition of that intolerant 
clergy to any relaxation of the penal code exist- 
ing against l’rotestants. Their order, indeed, scarcely 
needs a stimulus to aggravate its spleen towards an in- 
dependent form of Christian profession; but to the 
normal hatred which animates them as an ecclesiastica! 
corporation is added, in this instance, the painful and 
enraging conviction that if the laws were less stringent 
upon Protestants, their own flocks would seek refuge in 
that communion from their inquisitorial persecutions 

Hence the instinct of self-preservation is added to 
the old Romish leaven of hatred, and intensifies their 
opposition to the slightest amelioration of the Imperia! 
harshness. Thus, also, may we not avticipate that viru- 
lent bigotry is working out its own destiny )—Avening 
Mari.
